Report of Delegate 
To Convention 


The February meeting of the Grande 
Prairie U.F.A, Local was held at the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. William Sharpe 
on Saturday, February 4, at 8 p.m. 

Mr. L. Canning, vice-president, took 


the chair and called on the delegate 
to the U.F.A. annual convention to 
give an account of same. 

The delegate stated that he had 


given a ten-page report of the con- 


vention to The Northern Tribune, 
which was to be printed and a copy 
sent to every U.F.A. member in the 


constituencies of Grande Prairie, Peace 
River, and Grouard. 

Under the headings of resolutions re 
telephones, car licenses, gasoline tax, 
health clinics the delegate outlined 
what the convention had asked for in 
these connections. 

Under the heading of debtor and 
creditor legislation, it was also indi- 
cated what the provincial government 
proposed to do and what the U.F.A. 
asked for. 

The chairman in a very interesting 
speech dealt with the idea of how the 
Bible showed that the world crisis 
would come to a head in the autumn 
of 1933. 

The secretary took issue’ on the 
ground that while the world fell into 
the depression together or was pushed 
in through the power of international 
finance in restricting credit~and ruin- 
ing the prices of all products whose 
prices were not “fixed,” there were 
various countries breaking away from 
the control of international finance. 
Those who had broken away were 
getting on their feet. In other words, 
while the nations were pushed in to- 
gether, they were crawling out separ- 
ately. The crisis or the bottom was 
reached in each country separately, 
depending on when they broke from 
world financial control, Russia, he 
contended, had been on the upgrade 
for a number of years; Australia for 
two years; England since she aban- 
doned the gold standard, and the 
speaker stated that the bottom would 
probably not be reached in Canada 
until she ceased to tag after Wall 
Street and its money system, A gen- 
eral discussion followed.

Cooke and Mrs, D, Stewart, the meet- 
ing adjourned to meet at the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. H. Black on Saturday, 
March 4.

rates. 
Under the new schedule of prices 


there is a reduction all round of fifty 
cents a day, 

The new rate applies as follows: 

Public wards for ratepayers have 
been reduced from $1.50 to $1.00, and 
private wards from $3.00 to $2.50, 

To residents not covered by the 
six dollar assessment the public wards 
have been reduced from $4.00 to $3.50 
and the maternity ward from $4.50 to 


$4.00, Private wards from $5.00) to
